Thereafter, it was galvanised 
into activity by the work of a few zealous supporters, and showed 
signs of resuming the important place it undoubtedly used to hold 
in college life. This year it is announced that an innovation has 
been introduced in the form of a debate between the women and 
men students of the university, and while it is too early as yet to 
say just how much of a success this will prove to be, there is no 
doubt that tho news. .has awakened. a. great deal of interest.

Perhaps this fact has been brought' home toi Tear have to have them taken 
us, more particularly in our work upon the undergraduate news- 
paper, for we can assure any who may call in question oun. obser- 
vations that the spectacle of s third or fourth year student, who, 
while his brain may be packed with learning, is utterly incapable 
of putting even a tiny fraction of that knowledge into clear and 
forceful English is a discouragingly frequent one. 

We feel that we are not putting it too strongly when we say 
that an education which does not in some measure teach the "how" 
ss well as the "why" of things is no education in the true sense 
of the word. All the trend of modern pedagogy, we believe, is in 
the direction of laying a little less stress on how much learning 
is poured into the ears of the learners, and a little more on Ihe 
fashion in which their brains comprehend it. It is just here that 
the students themselves are able to supplement in a most valuable 
manner the, at times, rather desiccated matter that is given them 
in the lecture-room ; they can form clubs and societies in which, 
by hearing debates upon questions of current interest or listening 
•to papers which have been prepared with a 'certain amount of care, 
their faculties of judgment and criticism may be developed. . 

The foundation of most of the opposition to such bodies, and 
we ar»epeaking more particularly of the passive type in this con- 
nection, Lies in the fact that the mistake is frequently made of 
permitting the atmosphere to become too academic. Students, 
st least, Cansftian students of this century, feel when they lesvs 
their lecture-halls and books, that they would prefer to take their 
•jnjoyrnent in some form mere exhilarating than listening to a 
tedious discussion between two men who have apparently nothing 
better to do than hearken to the sound of their own voices, or 
trying to keep from yawning while some prodigy of learning is 
discoursing upon a subject which is of interest to not more than 
« half a dosen of the audience. Hence, it should be the aim of 
any society of the type we are dealing with to present a lively 
B»d varied pmgmnime, and reserve a certain air of Informality 
Bs far as is consistent with dignity. 

As far as our own lit" is concerned, we may feel with sat- 
isfaction that it has lived up to those conditions, and gives every 
promise of eonbhraing to do so. Should to-night's debate prove 
the thorough success it premises to be there is no reason why it 
phould not be sa annual affair.

TITLE PAGES L\ BOOKS 

The title-page of a book, like the 
face of a person, is what we aee first 
and remember beat. It Is the door 
to the house, aad ought to be in 
keeping with the nature of the subject 
matter, and typographically In har- 
mony with the physical format ot the 
volume. A delicate title, composed in 
type of light line and serifs, would 
be as out of place In a rousing story 
of the western plains as it Is In keep- 
ing with a dainty volume of Drake's 
"Culprit Fsy." 

By the same token, decoration on a 
title-page should never be employed 
simply to decorate. If the subject 
matter does not suggest embellish- 
ment, or If the text-pages of the vol- 
ume do not carry out the scheme of 
décoration suggested by that used on 
the title-page, the motivation has mis- 
carried and the volume is not artisti- 
cally built. 

The early printers were much more 
skillful in combining types and blank 
space than modern ones have been. 
It requires knowledge end courage to 
leave out something which ought to 
be left out. The shifting of a single 
lead between the lines may make the 
difference between a perfect title-page 
and one which is commonplace, be- 
tween one which invites you to enter 
the literary .portals to which it calls, 
and one which is purely négative be- 
cause a thing apart from the typo- 
graphy of the volume as a whole. 

In the earliest days of manuscripts 
and printing, paper and parchment 
were so costly that the volume lacked 
the glory of a title-page. Instead of 
this, an "inciolt" was placed at the top 
of the first page, reading, "Here be- 
giaaeth," aad eootlaulng with the 
name of the author and ths subject 
title of the book. On the laat page 
was the "explicit," Here endeth." 
with the name of the printer and 
sometimea the date of the completion. 
This signature was really the hall- 
mark of quality, aad buyers scrutinis- 
ed the "explicit" of a book with great 
care before purchasing, for piratical 
reprints were common.

were modest, but occasionally one 
finds a personal appreciation of the 
maker's work. On the "De Veritate 
Catholicae Fidel," for instance, the 
famous Nicolas Jenson Bays of him- 
self: "This new edition was furnished 
us to print in Venice by Nicolas Jen- 
sen, of France . . . kind toward all, 
bénéficient, generous truthful and 
steadfast In the beauty, dignity and 
accuracy of his printing let me (with 
the indulgence of all) name him the 
tiret In the who!- world; first, like- 
wise, In his marvellous speed. He 
exists In this, our time, as a special 
gift tram Heaven to men. June thir- 
teenth, in the year of Redemption, 
1489. Farewell." 

Just when the first title-page was 
employed is a matter of doubt. In 
1470 Arnold Ther Hoernen, of Co- 
logne, iaaued a volume, the first page 
of which contained simply an intro- 
duction at the top. This may have 
been meant tor a title-page, but it is 
quite as likely that the printer care- 
lessly omitted th.i introduction on his 
first pago of text, and adopted this 
measure to correct his error. 

I am more inclined to believe that 
the so-called "mirror" title In the 
humanistic manuscript volumes of the 
late Fifteenth Century Is the first time 
a title-page as bucA was intentionally 
employed. This consists of an illu- 
minated page made up of a large cir- 
cle in the center, containing the name 
of the book, with smaller concentric 
circles in which are recorded the 
names ot the paru. The writer has 
never seen mention made of these in 
print, but he discovered several such 
examples while studying the work of 
the humanistic scribes at the Blblio- 
teoa Laurenziana at Florence. 

When once in use, the title-page 
became popular. It offered a rare op- 
portunity for display, which was In- 
stantly seized upon. The curious 
typographic forms — the so-called 
Venetian wine-cup, the German drink- 
ing-glass, the funnel, the inverted 
cone, the full diamond— previously 
employed In the colophons, now found 
fuller expression on the title. The 
engraved border proved a popular 
variation •despite the difficulties ex- 
perienced in printing it upon the 
early wooden-framed press. 

It Is unfortunate that the advance 
In the art of the engraver should 
have come at a time when printing as 
an art had deteriorated. At the be- 
ginning of the Sixteenth Century* 
Durer, Holbein and M&ntegna pro- 
duced superb engraved titles, which 
entirely overshadowed the typo- 
graphy, and were poorly printed by 
incompetent pressmen. 

By the middle of the Sixteenth Cen- 
tury, Christopher Plantin and the 
Moretusee, bis successors, had re- 
trieved the art of printing, and in 
their books a Rubens title is well 
combined with adequate typography. 
The expense of the copper plate, how- 
ever, made substitutes necessary, and 
these took the form of the "flower," 
or the ruled border. Each in its turn, 
black letter, "aans ceriph," flourishes, 
ornamental, and script type was em- 
ployed to embellish the title, but 
gradually popular taste called for the 
Roman type faces to be used. 

This would have been very well ex- 
cept for the fact that the printer felt 
It his duty to cover his page with 
type. Blank space which Aldus and 
Etienne so well combined with their 
simple capital letters, became an ob- 
ject of attack. Bookmaklng as an art 
sank lower and lower, and the titles 
reflected the decline. Type founding 
had become a separate trade: cheaper 
type of inferior design and manufac- 



ture found a market; the printer was 
no longer his own publisher — In short 
an era of indifference to quality was 
in vogue. 

This lasted until the end of the 
Eighteenth Century - , although Basker- 
ville at Birmingham was a shining ex- 
ception. Then Pidot. or Paris, and 
Bodoni, of Parma, Italy, again brought 
art into the book and taste into the 
title-page. They introduced the so- 
called "modern" face, which Is pe- 
culiarly well adapted for making at- 
tractive title-pages. 

After passing through periods of 
Pickering titles, squared titles, ragged 
titles, Kelmscott and French titles, 
present Amerlcau and English typo- 
graphy is mainly based upon sane and 
simple bases. Greater interest and 
understanding on the part of the 
reading public would tend to improve 
the standard, but so long as buyers of 
books are not more critical of the 
physical aspect of the volumes they 
purchase, one can scarcely expect the 
publishers to be more critical.

Hurl bait's address on "Openings tor 
Woman," supplemented by "Girl's 
Work" talks from four of the under- 
graduates, spent a most delightful 
profitable hour. 
The subject for this afternoon's 
tag Is "Social Service as a Pro- 
end Mr. Falk, the director 
of the recently inaugurated School of 
Soetal Science of McGill University 
is to «ie the speaker. This is a rare 
opportunity tor the undergraduates of 
tbe R.V.C. to bear from an authority 
on every phase of social work, just 
what social service is; why It is that 
this work ia of paramount importance 
in these days of reconstruction; what 
there Is for a college graduate to do 
in this extensive field; and where and 
how she or he may do it.

The idea is that social 
service is the truth, light, and know- 
ledge that will guide the masses to 
higher conditions of moral and social 
life— the lamp of truth. Perhaps, 
also, on* might see in that poster the 
Idea that they of the so-called better 
classes are not enlightened; we are 
not Informed or are Indifferent to so- 
cial condition*.

THE INDIAN 

Cato Sella, Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs In the United states, in his 
annual report to the Secretary of the 
Interior, devotes considerable space 
to the activities of the American In- 
dian In behalf of the war work un- 
dertaken by the government and peo- 
ple of the United SUtes. Much of this 
work, the commtsioner says, was 
done directly under supervision of tbe 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, and was 
entered into patriotically and enthusi- 
astically by tbe wards of tbe govern- 
ment. "It has been the endeavor of 
the bureau," the report says, "to give 
the Indians a clear understanding of 
their relation to the war and their 
part in its prosecution, whether at 
home or abroad. They have signally 



States. The commisloner says: 
'"Thé reports coming from the dif- 
ferent Indian schools and field work- 
ers show little more than a fragment 
of the relief work done by the Indians, 
for the reason that large numbers in 
■ localities near towns and white com* 
I muait ics affiliated with local chapters 
in gifts of both money and service, 
of which only estimates are at hand, 
bin it is known that on many reser- 
vations practically every adult sub- 
scribed a Red Cross membership fee 
or more. The actual data receiv- 
ed justify a report, In round numbers, 
of 10,000 Indian Red Cross member- 
ships, 100,000 hospital garments, 
knitted, and miscellaneous supplies. 
Some 500 Christmas boxes were sent 
from the boarding schools, where the 
students are very proud of their sol- 
dier representatives. The larger 
schools collected 'Students' Friend- 
ship War Funds' aggregating thou- 
sands of dollars, and in many cases 
co-ordinated their relief activities 
with the vocational outlines of the 
course of study." 

Touching the social and industrial 
status of the Indian under present- 
day conditions, Commissioner Sells 
says: 

Several Indictments against the gov- 
ernment's connection with the Indians 
have appeared in former years, from 
sources ' acting under executive au- 
thority, proclaiming 'a shameful re- 
cord of broken treaties and unfulfilled 
promises.' It will not be denied hero 
that the Indian through long years 
of disappointment was crowded bark 
and back until literature lamented 
blm as a vanishing race with broken 
arrows and dead camp fires, and art 
sculptured blm in hopeless desolation 
at the end of the trail. Certainly 
the original American who felt him- 
self the first homesteader of this con- 
tinent and In his native honesty could 
comprehend no prior rights to all ita 
plains and rivers and forests has 
found himself too often relegated to 
rocky regions or arid wastes where 
sustenance must be coaxed from un- 
altered sands. Recent administra- 
tion, however, has had no part in 
such conditions. The later attitude 
of the government toward the Indian 
has been a sympathetic, humane, yet 
definitely practical on-;. It lias re- 
cognized him as a man, the first and 
uyphenleBs American, possessing a 
quick intellect, a glowing spirituality, 
an ardent love for hla children, a 
brave heart, and fidelity to his prom- 
isè untrl betrayed. • These must be 
accepted as human Lttributes and are 
so proven by the large percentage of 
Indians who to-day attend church, llvs 
in well-arranged houses, are English, 
speaking citizens an-1 voters, capable 
artisans, successful In business, in the 
learned profession-, in literautrc, and 
In legislative assemblies.

In two letters receiver! from a nurs- 
ing sister in France, Mr. Henry Ayl- 
ward, of Strathcona Hall, has the 
details of tbe death of his only son, 
Henry. While on the march with the 
Canadian army of occupation, Gunner 
Aylward contracted influenza, and 
about the firet of December was ad- 
mitted to the hospital. For two weeks 
ha held his own, but finally succumbed 
on the 16th of December. Gunner 
Aylward was 28 years of age, and had 
to his credit almost four years of ser- 
vice. For eighteen months in the 
earlier part of the war he was sta- 
tioned in the Internment Camp at 
Spirit Lake, where conditions of life 
were none too easy or pleasant. When 
the McGill Siege Battery waa author- 
ised, he succeeded in obtaining his 
transfer, and went overseas in the 
summer of 1916. and remained with 
the same unit until his death.

Reviewing the work of registration 
among the Indians under the Selective 
Service Act, the commissioner points 
out the fact that this was ' entirely 
successful, notwithstanding the cur- 
rency given to some news Items to the 
contrary. The only serious problem 
encountered was that met in deter- 
mining the exact status on citizenship 
of the Indians. At the date upon 
which the report was complied, Sept. 
30, 1911, It was estimated that 8 000 
Indians were in training or actually lu 
some branch of the army or navy of 
the United States. It is reported that 
approximately 6,000 of these entered 
by enlistment Many Indians from 
the northern states had previously 
collated In the Canadian military or- 
ganizations. Referring to instances 
of Individual valor in ti e war, Com- 
missioner Sells has this to say: 

"I reluctantly withhold a detailed 
account of the many Instances of 
tribal and personal patriotism and of 
individual valor and achievement by 
our Indian soldiers in the service of 
both Canada and the United States 
that came to my attention during the 
year, for no record here would seem 
fittingly impartial that did not Include 
the hundreds of noteworthy and au- 
thenticated Incidents on the reserva- 
tion, in the camps, and In France that 
have been almost dally recounted In 
the public prints. The complete story 
would be a voluminous narration of 
scenes, episodes, eloquent appeal, 
stirring action, and glorious sacrifice 
that might better be written' Into ,a 
deathleas epic by some master 'poçt 
born ont of the heroic travail of a 
world-embattled era."

Regarding past and present plans 
devised for educating the Indian, the 
report has this to say: 

"We are more and more recognizing 
the fact that the Indian in his tribal 
state was not without a system of 
education suited to his needs. The 
young men were trained in adventure, 
endurance aad skill. The young 
women were trained in making the 
camp and in keepiug it in order, in 
providing fuel and in tanning atd 
dressing skins and making them into 
articles of clothing. In other words, 
the Indian youth was taught the 
things he needed to know In order to 
protect himself and to provide for hla 
physical needs with due regard to the 
prevailing conditions of hi* environ- 
ment. While the chief aim of his edu- 
cation was to enable bim to get a liv- 
ing, Just as the chief aim of our edu- 
cation is to give us knowledge and 
the ahilRy to make a living, still* we 
should not overlook the fact that the 
Indian's system of education did not 
neglect cultural traialng. His tribal 
ceremonies, tribal lore, tribal art, 
tribal handicraft and his native music 
are all evidences of his appreciation 
of the cultural side of life. While he 
constantly emphasized the Individual- 
istic point of view, he also pursued 
cultural occupations for the satisfac- 
tion they afforded; he developed skill 
and courage for the purpose of ad- 
vancing his personal standing in the 
tribe; and he acquired a knowledge of 
tribal ceremonies for the sake of In- 
dividual salvation and Influence over 



others-

Labour, addressing a conference of 
chairmen and vice-chairmen of local 
advisory committees in the West Mid- 
land area, said he looked to these, 
bodies for important help in bringing 
about the spee'dy and satisfactory re- 
settlement of the soldiers in civilian 
life.

They -hald 1100 or 
1200 officials whom they required for 
the purpose of demobilization, and 
these men were being returned as 
early as possible. Their services were 
required in order to bring the employ- 
ment exchange system back to its pre- 
war standard. They had also made 
plans for a considerable extension of 
the system in order that they might be 
able to cope with the tremendous work 
of demobilization, a special depart- 
ment for which had been established 
by the Ministry of Labour. They were
